SENATOR BLACKBURN DEFEATED 


Tins Plate to Which He Aspired Given 


to a Mail of Pronounced Gold 


Standard Views. 


LOUIKVII.T.R, June -5.—Tlie adminis 


tration and Secretary Carlisle are cer 
tainly favorites in the Democratic con 
Vention hero today. The flllverites wen 
into the district meetings ia the morn 
ing and into tbe convention at noci 
with confidence. In the district meet 
inya thoy were beaten two to one. The< 
claimed four out of the eleven diatric 
members of the committeo on reaolu- 
tionB, but the administration men claim 
that the committee stood eight to threo 
originally ogainat free silver and aa 
plated ulno to four. The complexion o 
this committee could not have ucci 
changed by the aiipomtmont ot boll 
members at largo from the Ei.vcritc.s 
.But when Judge W, M. Bockuor, who 
was temporary chairman, divided thu 
members at largo, giving one of the two 
to each Rtdo, tho ailver inon fult tlw 
thoy had been outclassed, although thej 
would not confusa to butnt;outnumbered* 
They claimed u victory Iu thu election o 
Beckner over Stone, but niter tho former 


i divideil the appointments equally on at 
,' the committees and announced his cou- 


eervative views, uo claims wore made on 
him. 


Stone would have appointed only 


"sound money" men on the coiuiuitteu. 
Judge Ucckner 13 a "eouud money" 
man, but favored Gtmtm.l Hardiu for 
Kovernor. Although General H.irdin 
favors free coinage, ho has been Blip- 
ported throughout by many who insist 
oil a "nound uigiiey1' phttfurui fur him. 


The feature of the day waa tho defeat 


In hia home district of Senator Black- 
burn for member of tho committee on 
resolutions by .Professor Arthur Yonder, 
a man of pronounced gold standard 
views, but who lim devoted his time to 


e work, and not to politics, 
"lor Blackburn aaptred to t!m 
•nahip of thia committee, ami 
Kl to havo a majority of Ha i»em- 
with him for free coinage and 


nyainst Cleveland and Ciirliele. When 
Blackburn\w«a cinfaatcd in tho sovontii 
district it \wus necortainecl that "the 
Hani in men did not want to bo ombar- 
inaaod by hia appointment as one of thu 
members at lar«u. nnd W, T. Jillia of 
Iho second diwnct 
offered 
Senator 


Blackburn his p'imr. Objections were 
raised in tho coiwntion on the an- 
nouncement of BluTVbnrn'a name lor 
the committcu for tf-w second district, 
nnd no further ofFortg >f:i that direction 
were made. 


Senator Blackburn did^not moot with 


tho committee on resolutions. The UBJJ 
ol his.name by proxy for the eeconjKIia- 
tnct wns without his knowlcdge'or con- 
sent. Ills friends thought ho tmoutd 
be on the committeo and especially 
after 
the 
appointment of hia col- 


league, Senator Lindsay, and tho elec- 
tion of his opponort, James B. Mc- 
Creary; but Mr. Blackburn did not 
want to serve on the committee after 
his defeat in bis own district, especially 
after it was known that ho would be in 
such a flmfiil minority.

COMPETITIVE 
EXAMINATIONS 


Superior Record of Consuls Chosen 


in That Manner. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—Probably as 


the result of the success of the attempt 
to secure a consular clerk by competi- 
tive examination, the attention of Sec- 
retary Olney has been drawn to the 
feasibility of choosing United States 
consuls iii a similar fashion, which 
would be in a measure in the Hue ol 
civil service reform. There are at pres- 
ent about -100 consular places, iiml al 
every change in the administration the 
pressure 
brought to bear upon the 


President and secretary of state to se- 
cure appointments to this service is 
overwhelming and the many changes 
which result in the personnel invariably 
ill row the entire service into confusipu 
and suspend for a considerable time its 
beneficial workings. Secretary Olnoy's 
attention baa been drawn to the fact 
that in the administration of President 
Grant u rule was made by the President 
requiring all thu consuls to bti exam- 
ined by a diplomatic board prior to the 
appointment, and it is possible he may 
revive and even extend the workings ot 
this rule if the I'resulent consents. Aa 
these officials, according to the constitu- 
tion, must bo confirmed by tho senate, 
the selection of a consul by competitive 
examination would not necessarily be 
tantamount to an appointment, for tho 
senate could exercise its power of the 
rejection of the examination. 


A strong point has boon made by tho 


superior record of tho faw consuls now 
remaining in tho service who were ap- 
pointed by Grant after examination.

SANTA FK, N.j\t., Juno 25.—Tho preat 


Peralta grant, oituated in Arizona and 
.Xow Mexico, and covering 12,126,000 
acrea of land, which has been on trial 
or three weeks, waa decided today in 
avor of the government.

MARCUS D. BORUCK DEAD. 


A Pioneer, Fireman, Journalist and 


Politician. 


SAN FKAKCISCO, June 25.— Marcus D. 
ioruck ia dead after a nevcre illneee. 
le waa a prominent man in thia city. 
He came here in 1850 from Now York, 
iia native state, and was for a lew years 
employed in the custom house. He was 
ecretary of the old volunteer lire de- 
•artmont and represented 
California 


nglne No. -I in tho board of delegates. 
Jo retained his membership in com- 
pany 4 until the volunteer department 
vaa mustercil out. 


The deceased founded the Fiiv.imtn'a 


fonrnal with George M. Chase in April, 
855. Tho little weekly was four vcara 
ater merged into tho tipirit of the Time,*. 
n 1807 Ohftee withdrew from the paper, 
mil from that time until hia death Mr. 
Joruck kept up its publication. 


Mr. Boruck'a first experience in prac- 
ical politics waa in 1854, when lie ran 
OB a Whig for the legislature and was 
lefeated. ForHOveral term a he \vaasec- 
•Gtnry of the senate and also clerk of 
he assembly. He was secretary ol the 
tepublican state central committee un- 
der the presidency of Alexander G. 
Abell and W. W. Morrow, and alao 
Hied that position when Perkina waa 
elected governor.

Bornck his private secretary. That was 
he laat public position be held.

LOOKING OUT FOR TRADE. 


The Turks Have Their Eyes on the 


United States. 


The following extracts from papers 


published tit Smyrna, Asiatic Turkey, 
nut] translated for tho KKI'UUUCAN by A. 
C. Donotovich, witt show that the peo- 
ple ot that country are looking for in- 
creaeo of trade in the United Sin tea: 


"After the big raine in April and the 


ftivorublo weather for opium culture 
during thu present month, we CQQ gay 
tlmt tlie crop of this year is going to bo 
one of thu heaviest for many years, Thu 
plauUiic for this year ia about 40,000 
acres, and it can be estimated at forty 
pou ml a oi opium per acre. Wo hope 
that with tho low tariff in tho United 
States, reducing tho duty from $12 to 
$ti per pound for tho prepared article, 
our market will bo greatly favored, in- 
asmuch aa it will o mi bio 113 to furnish 
tho smoking ingrcdont to the Mongolian 
residents of tl-o United Slates cheaper 
than they can manufacture in that coun- 
try from raw imported material from 
their native country and from Kivat 
India." 


Tho following comments on tho raisin 


market are to tho point, and not quite 
so hopeful: 


"If the price to be obtained for our 


raisins were in accordance with tho size 
of our coming crop, our growers would 
be the happiest mortals on earth. Un- 
fortunately we loarn that in California 
they ara starting to produce seedless 
raisins which when cured according to 
their process make raisins far superior 
to our Sultanas.

OCCULTATION OJf VENUS 


SCENE OF BEAUTY IN THE WEST- 


KEN SKY. 


A Spectacle to bo Witnessed No 


More from This Const by 


Any Sow hiring:. 


The lovers of tho beautiful who failed 


to eee tho passing of the planet Yen us 
along tho edge of tho moon last night 
missed a BCCUU which they never ai;uin 
will hitvo nn opportunity of witnessing, 
for Californiiuis of today will not live 
long enough to BCQ the moon and Venua 
in that position again, when viewed 
from these shores. Tlio planet will not 
appear again iu that part of tho hcav- 
0118 for oight years, ami than tho moon 
will 
bo somewhere- else. Tho 
two 


brightest bodies of tho sky at night are 
Venus and tho moon. Ths former ia 
the nearest planet to tho earth, and the 
moon is, of conree, tho nearest visible 
heavenly body, being only 2-10,000 miles 
away, while Venus is 20,000,000 mil03 
from the,earth at tho nearest, and 
about 100,000,000 at the farthest. It ia 
almost at its nearest now. 


Venus is nearly the size of tho earth, 


a little smaller, and its year is about 
T~4 months. The planet has phases 
similar to those of the moon, that is, 
crescent, half und full. Tho crescent 
form 13 not visible to tbo naked eye, 
but comes out finely in a telescope of 
moderate power. Lust night it was a 
little fuller than the moon. There are 
only three bodies in the huaveus which 
take on the crescent form, the moon, 
Venus and Mercury. 


Last night 
Venus und tho moon 


formed a perfect "star ami crescent," 
both bright against tho sky. The horns 
of the moon bent round as if to enclose 
tho star. The most perfect period wae 
from 8.30 to 0 30 o'clock. After that 
tho planet worked slowly toward ona 
horn of tlio moon, and liunlly caine in 
contact with tho surface of the satellite, 
but was not. at any time entirely hidden. 
It passed along the surface, just peeping 
over it as a bright spot above tbo black 
body of the moon, and thus glided 
slowly around tbo edge till it touched 
the bright tip of the horn and stood 
there several minutes, and the planet's 
greater brightness showed finely, even 
when in contact with the illuminated 
side of the moon. 


Venua did not seem satisfied with hav- 


ing perched upon tho horn of the satel- 
lite, but concluded to slide down, aa it 
Boomed, and from that time till they 
both wero lost to view on the horizon, 
Venus was creeping along tho silvery 
udgti of the iiioun, showing Hku a bright 
point of light. When tho two bodies re- 
appear in the western eky thie evening 
thu moon will bo u considerable distance 
above the planet.
